44  1882  MS  (65/65)  A  scarce  business  strike  with  a 
mintage  of  only  1 5,000.  Light  toning  enriches

45  1884  Proof  (65/65)  One  of  the  lowest  mintage  of 
any  quarter,  this  piece  is  a  cameo  knockout,  (see

STANDING  LIBERTY  QUARTERS 

49  1917-S  MS  (65/65)  Type  one.  Full  head.  Full 
blazing  mint  luster  and  absolutely  fully  struck, 
(see  color  photo) 

50  1918-S  MS  (65/65)  While  the  head  is  not  fully 
struck,  the  luster  and  surfaces  make  this  coin  an 
ideal  candidate  for  a  gem  date  set. 

51  1920  MS  (65/65)  Deep  frosty  luster  with  some 
rich  golden  toning  to  contrast  the  brightness  of 
the  piece.

71  1879  Proof  (65/65)  Fully  lustrous  with  traces  of 
golden  color,  (see  color  photo) 

72  1889-0  MS  (65/65)  Above  average  strike  with 
full  mint  luster.  Certified  Morgan  Dollars  are 
among  the  hottest  items  on  today’s  market. 


MORGAN  DOLLARS 

73  1889-S  MS  (65/65)  Sharply  struck  with  scattered 
gold  patina.  Very  attractive  and  in  great  demand. 

74  1896-S  MS  (65/65)  Mark-free  surfaces  and  at¬ 
tractive  coloring  make  this  one  of  the  nicest 
96-S’s  currently  on  the  market. 

PEACE  DOLLARS 

75  1927-S  MS  (65/65)  ANACS  certified  Peace 
Dollars  in  MS  65  are  among  the  most  sought 
after  prizes  in  numismatics  today.  A  superb

79  191 5-S  MS  (65/65)  Panama-Pacific.  Unusually 
brilliant  and  deeply  lustrous.  Far  above  average, 
since  most  have  been  improperly  cleaned  over 
the  decades. 

ONE  DOLLAR  GOLD 

80  1849  MS  (65/65)  Open  Wreath.  Fully  struck 
with  exceptional  detail.  Bright  yellow  gold. 

81  1859  MS  (65/65)  Struck  in  deep  yellow-orange 
gold  with  beautiful  satiny  surfaces.  An  excellent 
coin  for  the  type  collector. 


LATE  ADDITIONS 

91  1902  Proof  (65/65)  Indian  Cent.  Bright  fiery 
luster  with  a  trace  of  deepening  color  on  the 
periphery. 

92  1875  MS  (65/65)  Three  Cent  Nickel.  Sharply 
struck  with  full  definition  of  the  Roman 
Numerals  on  the  reverse.  Very  pale  golden 
toning. 

93  1936  Proof  (65/65)  Buffalo  Nickel.  A  superb 
original  proof,  tailor-made  for  a  20th  century 
proof  type  set. 

94  1892  Proof  (65/65)  Barber  Quarter.  First  year 
of  issue,  and  another  perfect  choice  for  type. 
Frosted  devices  add  to  its  appeal. 

95  1898  Proof  (65/65)  Barber  Quarter.  Lightly 
toned  with  cameo  contrast.  Only  735  struck. 

96  1903  Proof  (65/65)  Barber  Quarter.  Impec¬ 
cably  preserved  with  no  defects  or  hairlines. 
Brilliant,  with  some  light  color  on  the  reverse. 

97  1880  Proof  (65/65)  Morgan  Dollar.  Light, 
even  gold  patina.  A  magnificent  original 
specimen. 

98  1882-0  MS  (65/65)  Morgan  Dollar.  Semi¬ 
prooflike  with  an  above  average  strike. 

99  1880  Proof  (65/65)  Trade  Dollar.  Brilliant, 
with  faint  golden  toning.  A  superb  represen¬ 
tative  of  its  type.

82  1867  MS  (65/65)  A  low  mintage  date  (5,200 
business  strikes)  combined  with  the  overall  at¬ 
tractive  appearance  of  this  piece  should  make  it 
a  sound  buy.  Serruprooflike  surfaces  further 
enhance  its  eye  appeal. 

83  1868  MS  (65/65)  A  super  satiny  specimen  in 
bright  yellow  gold.  No  detracting  marks  or  abra¬ 
sions  on  this  low  mintage  date,  (see  color  photo) 

84  1880  MS  (65/65)  Superb  prooflike  surfaces  and 
high  sharp  edge  make  this  little  jewel  resemble  a 
proof!  Miniscule  mintage  of  1,600  coins. 

85  1883  MS  (65/65)  Deep  orange-gold  color. 

Smooth  satin  surfaces  make  this  an  ideal  type 
three  gold  dollar,  (see  color  photo) 

86  1884  Proof  (65/65)  Mintage  of  only  1,006  pieces. 
The  proof  surfaces  are  nicely  contrasted  with 
lightly  frosted  devices.  A  glittering  gem  quality 
piece. 

87  1885  MS  (65/65)  Semiprooflike  surfaces  and 
bright  yellow  golden  color.  It  would  be  hard  to 
imagine  finer  quality  in  a  type  three  one  dollar 
coin.
